Test Scheduled 

Candidates for admission to med- 
ical school in the fall of 1955 are 
advised to take the medical college 
admission test in May, it has been 
announced by the Educational Test- 
ing Service, which prepares and ad- 
ministers the test for the Associa- 
tion of American Medical Colleges. 
These tests, required of applicants 
by almost every medical college 
throughout the country, will be giv- 
en twice during the current calen- 
dar year. Candidates taking the 
May test, however, will be able to 
furnish scores to institutions in 
early fall, when many medical col- 
leges begin the selection of their 
next entering class. -—*^ __ 

Candidates may take the MCAT 
on Saturday, May 8, 1954, or on 
Monday, Nov. 1, 1954, at adminis- 
trations to be held at more than 
300 local centers in all parts of the 
country. The Association of Ameri- 
can Medical Colleges recommends 
that candidates for admission to 
classes starting in the fall of 1955 
take the May test. 

The MCAT consists of tests of 
general scholastic ability, a test on 
unjderstanding of modern society, 
and an achievement test in science. 
According to ETS, no special pre- 
paration other than a review of 
science subjects is necessary. All 
questions are of the Objective type. 

Applicati o n f orms and a Bulle- 
tin of Information, which gives de- 
tails of registration and adminis- 
tration, as well as sample questions, 
can be obtained jErom Educational 
Testing Service, Box 592, Princeton, 
N. J. Completed applications must 
reach the ETS office by April 24 
and Oct. 18 r respectively, for the 
May 8 and Nov. 1 administrations.

Three major fields claim two the- 
sis-writers each: accounting, busi- 
ness administration, and mathema- 
tics. In .^counting, Buel Adams is 
discussing ‘‘The Optimum Curricu- 
l um f or th e Accounting Major,” a 
study of fields and courses recom 
mended by experts and personnel 
men in the accounting world as the 
best for the college accounting ma- 
jor to undergo. George Smolar, the 
other accounting major writing a 
thesis, will probe “The Last-In, 
First-Out Method of Inventory 
Valuation and Its Effect on In- 
come”— a comprehensive study Of 
this most recent accounting meth- 
od of valuing inventories. 

Business Administration 

In business administration, Dick 
Doherty and John Thorpe are ex- 
pounding their views on thesis pa- 
per. Doherty has the topic: “How 
the Taft-Hartley Law Affects Col- 
lective Bargaining,”.., a, caupe-and- 
effect discussion of the 1947 labor 
law and the bearing it has on mu- 
tual negotiations between labor and 
management. Thorpe has instituted 
a case study on the Rensselaer 
Farm Bureau Cooperative — “Ren- 
dering^ a Service.” In his paper 
Thorpe hopes to analyze the func- 
tions of the., cooperative and to 
reach definite conclusions as to the 
efficiency of its service to its cus- 
tomers. 

Math majors working in two ad- 
vanced fields are George Kuhn and 
Bill' Zimmer. Kuhn will write on 
“Continued Fractions,” showing 
specifically how they may be used 
to solve problems involving irra- 
tional numbers, while Zimmer will 
investigate “Indeterminate Equa- 
tions,” their characteristics, and 
their methods of solution. / 
Individual Fields 

The other five candidates for 
graduation with honors are / alone 
in their individual thesis fields. 

Vince Agnew, in history, will 
wrangle “The Supreme Court Is- 
sue of 1937,” and the alleged pack- 
ing of the highest court in the land 
by President Franklin Roosevelt at 
that time. Economics major Bernie 
Boff will give a “History and An- 
alysis of Employee Stock Owner- 
ship Plans m the United States.” 
In it Boff will discuss those plans 
which have permitted the employ- 
ee to buy stock in fhe company 
which employs him. ^ 

Phil Kauchak, a biology major, 
has the only thesis in that field — 
“Dugesia dorotocephala”— an ex- 
haustive research into the flat- 
worm and all its components. 
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Chemistry I Thesis 
Dick Kotheimer, . as his - chemis- 
try thesis, will continue the work 
and research of past chem majors 
in his “Analysis of the Para-nor- 
rnal, and Iso-Butyl phenyl alamine 
Synthesis,” mainly a check into the 
accuracy of past work on the com- 
pound. 

Class ’54’s lone English thesis- 
man is Frank Mdson, who will in- 
vestigate “Satiric Elements in the 
Novels of Evelyn Waugh,” a dis- 
cussion of that particular facet of 
the writings of the contemporary 
English author.

Famous Author 
Delivers Address

Bruce Marshall, noted author and 
lecturer, presented a talk in the 
auditorium on Thursday, Feb. 18. 
His subject was “Religion and the 
Novel.” A crowd of approximately 
350 students and faculty members 
heard Mr. Marshall first define the 
true Catholic novelist, and then ex- 
press his viewpoints on many of 
our current day authors. He stated 
three main points to be remember- 
ed: The Christian novel may be 
written about everything and any- 
thing; it must carry a very defin- 
ite message; and it must not bring 
in Apologetics.

Mr. Marshall confessed in his 
talk, which was mixed with witti- 
cisms, that someone had once told 
him that if he wanted to read a 
good Christian novel, he should 
write one. He, of course, took ad- 
vantage of this remark. Since that 
time many other persons have also 
enjoyed some good literature. This 
is proven by the fact that several 
of Mr. Marshall’s books have made 
the best-seller list. These books 
have included such well-known 
works as The World, The Flesh, 
and Father Smith and Father Ma- 
lachy’s Miracle. 

In his comment on many Catho- 
lic authors, Mr. Marshall stated 
that, in his opinion, the greatest 
of this class was Robert Hugh Ben- 
son, as he had shown the greatest 
influence of any Catholic author in 
any particular period. He also quite 
wittily compared Graham Greene 
with the sensationalists Mickey 
Spillane. The difference, he said, 
was that Greene wrote about evil 
to show it is wrong, while Spillane 
simply writes about evil., ^ 

Ina sHorE Thierview following 
the talk, Mr. Marshall stated that 
there were two things which had 
impressed him while in America. 
First of all, that American Catho- 
lics are the -greatest Catholics in 
the world, bar none; and- secondly, 
that the Mono n Railroad was one 
of the finest he had ever ridden*

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Bishop Here 

The Most Rev. John G. Bennett, 
Bishop of Lafayette, presided at 
his throne of honor in the sanctu- 
ary. Rev. Seraphim Oberhauser, 
Provincial of the Society of the 
Precious Blood, delivered the ser- 
mon. 

Following the solemn pontifical 
Mass, a banquet was held in the 
main dining room. Approximately 
300 guests, frjends, and relatives 
of the five jubilarians and friends 
of the college were present. The 
Right Rev. Edmund Mungovan, Vi- 
car General of the Fort Wayne Di- 
ocese, was the Master of Ceremon- 
ies. Among the guests were the 
Most Rev .Leo A. Purseley, Aux- 
iliary Bishop of Fort Wayne. 


The five jubilarians, with ten of 
their classmates, were ordained at 
St. Charles Seminary, Carthagena, 
Ohio, on Feb. 21, 1929. All five are 
alumni of St. Joseph’s College. 

A Former Provincial 

Bishop Marling taught at St. 
Charles Seminary the two years 
following his ordination. He re- 
ceived his doctorate in Philosophy 
at the Catholic University of Amer- 
ica in 1934. He was elected Provin- 
cial of the American Province of 
the Society of the Precious Blood. 
He was consecrated Auxiliary Bis- 
hop of Kansas City in 1947. 

Fr. Pax is the present dean of the 
college. He has been a member of 
the faculty since his graduation. 
Fr. Roof received his degree from 
the Catholic University in 1931, 
and immediately joined the college 
faculty. In 1937, he was appointed 
athletic director and held that po- 
sition until this year. 

Fr. Druffel, although a mem- 
ber of the Precious Blood Mission 
Band, is stationed here at College- 
ville. For two years, during the 
war, he was a navy chaplain. Three 
of the jubilarians, Frs. Pax, Her- 
ber, and Roof, offered Solemn High 
Masses in their home parishes on 
Sunday, Feb. 21.

Conroy’s hope that in 
doing tjiis, he will stimulate interest in the contest on .this campus, and 
perhaps inspire other schools to sponsor similar contests. It is our hope 
that Fr. Conroy’s plan is blessed with some cooperation and interest.

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Speech And *7 he Jlayman 

It is compulsory, here at St. Joe’s and at many other colleges, that 
students in most fields of study take at least one course in speech 
training.

If ho had his life to live over 
again, he wouldn’t have the time. 
These words aptly describe the new 
English and speech professor, Mr. 
Willard Walsh. He has accomplish- 
ed more in his lifetime than most 
people could accomplish in two life- 
-times. — 

Born on Sept. 2, 1913, in Albany, 
N.Y., he received much of his pri- 
mary and secondary education 
.there. After attending Manhattan 
College for a year and a half, he 
was appointed to the United States 
Military Academy. He graduated 
from West Point in 1938, with a 
B. S. in Military Art. 

He remained in the army as a 
professional soldier until the , ter- 
mination of the Second World War. 
Among the many posts held while 
he was in uniform were infantry 
officer, secretary and member of 
several review boards, company 
commander, acting battalion com- 
mander, military governor of the 
island of St. Croix, 'and trial judge 
advocate. Upon his resignation as 
an army officer, he began a new 
phase of his career. 

For a short time he held the post 
of auditor of payrolls for the state 
of New York. He resumed his school 
work at Fordham University, and in 
1948, received the degree of MFA 
in theater. While in the Fordham 
theater, he acted in several plays 
and directed a production of “Our 
Hearts Were Young and Gay.” He 
also appeared in several plays pro- 
duced by the famous Blackfrairs 
Theater Guild. Later, ip Schenec- 
tady, he played m many of the 
“FBI In Action” radio series of 
WGV. 

For the past five years, he has 
been a member of the faculty of 
LaSalle College, Philadelphia. In 
his position as assistant professor 
of drama and speech, he was able 
to found and' -direct ' the LaSalle • 
College Theater. Among the many 
plays he produced and directed 
while serving in this capacity were: 
The Doctor in Spite of Himself, Ro- 
meo and Juliet, Life With Father, 
H. M. S. Pinafore, Macbeth, and 
Three Men on a Horse. 

Because of his fine work at La- 
Salle, he, at one time or another, 
held several important positions in 
theater work. He was Sub-Director 
for Philadelphia, in the Catholic 
Theater Conference. Also,.., Mr. 
Walsh was a member of the Com- 
mittee on Awards Cultural Olym- 
pics, sponsored by the University of 
Pennsylvania, and a member of the 
Committee of Judges for One Act 
Play Contests. Mr. Walsh is un- 
married and now makes his home 
in Rensselaer.
